The number of males employed in industry wes increasing until September, 
1941, when it steadied for two months, and subsequently, coincident with the heavy military 
celleups, commenced to decline. mployment of females continues to increase. 


The incres.se in the number of men in the defence forces was 192,000 during 
the seven months from July, 1941 to February, 194¢. This figure is larger then the annual 
average emount of incresse during the first two jyeurs of the periou, i.e. from July, 1939 
to July, 1941. Of the increese of 192,000 from July, 1941 to February, 1942, 135,000 was 
in the three months, December, 1941 and January and February, 1942. 


The net result wes thet the addition to the total men employed in industry 
(other than rural) and men enlisted in the defence forces from July, 1939 to July, 1941 
wes 408,000, averaging 102,000 for ech six months period, The subsequent seven months 
ended February, 1942 added another 167,000. An enelysis of the sources of this additional 
man-power is made in the next section of this summary. 


The following table shows for Feoruary, 
1942 the number of males and fereles enlisted in the Defence forces, those engeged as wage 
or salary earners in civil occupations other than ruril end household domestic pursuits, 
and unemoloyed wage and salery earners.

Sickness and accidents are 
responsible for about 45,000 of the above being not employed.

It will be seen thet since July, 1939, 520,300 persons have been absorbed 
into the defence forces while 185,500 have been absorbed into industries other than rural 
and orivate domestic servicee This total of 709,800 has been drawn from (&) unemployed 
wage end salary earners, the decreese of whom hes contributed 219,800 persons, (0) normal 
increese of wage end salary earners amounting to 84,600 persons, and (c) persons not gein- 
fully cecugied, (including retired persons who heve become wage exrners and wage earners 
who heve delayed retirement), employers and self-employed persons who hve become salary 
and wege earners, and rural and private domestic wage-earners who heve entered the forces 
or trensferred to other industry. This latter group has contributed 405,400 persons; 
but whet proportion came from each of the sections embraced in the group it is not possible 
to sey from data <t present available. The table on page 2 indicates that epproximately 


93,000 of them were femeles.

The increase of 709,800 persons in defence forces and industry and trade 
since July, 1939, consisted of 499,300 persons up to July, 1941, and 210,500 since that 
dates The increzse sveraged 20,800 monthly for the first 24 months, and has risen to cn 
everege of 37,800 during the last 3 months. Normsl increase has su; sliced about 2,700 
each month; but while unemployed supplied on an everage nearly 8,00. e&ch month during 
the first 24 months, this source is now drying up, and the last 3 montus heve yielded only 
an average of 5,000 from absorption of unemployed. Tse influx of persons from rural and 
domestic occugations, employed end self-employed persons, ond unoccupied persons is in- 
creasing end the monthly influx from this source of 10,200 during the first 24 montis has 
now increased to & monthly averege of nearly 30,000 since November, 1941. The lerge in- 
crease of 134,800 men in the forces since November, 1941 nes been met by © decline of 
39,700 in industriel employment, end an influx of 74,800 men from rural industries, em- 
lovers and self-emzloyed men and delayed retirements, in addition to a decline in unen- 
sloyed and the normal increase in persons available.

The diversion of men is seen to heve gone farthest in Western australia und 
South +ustralia, followed at & somewhat lower level by Victoria and Tasmania. The high 
South sustrelicn figure is due principelly to development of munition works, while thst 
for Western Sustrelia is due to relatively very high eslistments in the fighting services. 
Victorie owes its high figure chiefly to munition development, while Tasmania's is due to 
industrisl development. In the .eriod since July last (see second part of the above 
statement) the retes of diversion were more uniform as between States, but Vestern sus- 
trelia remeined in the lead. Victoria fell to e relatively low position, which probably 
reflects the greeter difficulty being experienced in that Stete of obtaining more men for 
industries and the forces. 


Victoria, New South Veles and South Zustralia a: ear to have drawn most 
heavily on female labour. Queensland and Vestern austrelia, where little factory develop- 
nent hes tuken place, had done little to employ extra women until recent months. The 
position of these two States however is seen to be more in line with that of the other 
Stetes during the lest five months. 

4. Defence Forces. The numbers of persons enlisted in the defence forces since the 
comuencement of wer are summarised from official records in the following statement. The 
gross enlistments are shown in the first column, while the colum: headed net snlistments 
reoresents the net number tcken into defence forces =nd not discharged. It includes 
deaths, missing, and prisoners of war. This total is the significent figure for man- 
power purposes, and his been used in the preceding tables. It shows the net extent to 
which the defence forces have depleted the numbers of men end women available for civil 
occupation. Actually it may be e little understated, 2s some of the persons included es 
discharges sre probably incepaciteted, and not fit to resume civil occupcetions.
